Seventeen  years  have  elapsed  since  he  came  to  Central  as  an  assistant  coach  arid  an 
instructor  in  history.  Since  then  he  also  served  as  Director  of  Student  Employment.  Registrar, 
and  chairman  of  the  division  of  the  social  sciences.  He  is  now  devoting  his  time  to 
teaching.

Tin;  Homecoming  of  1948  was  without  doubt  the  biggest  and  tin-  best  in  the  history 
of  C.W.CJL  The  suuvss  of  this  tnoition.il  affair  wit  due  in  large  part  to  the  detailed  and 
long  range  planning  of  the  efficient  Homecoming  chairmen.  Phyllis  Dunlap  and  Jim  Brooks.

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  between  acts  entertainment  furnished 
hy  the  Maskers  end  Jesters,  especially  of  the  Mr  Gallagher  aod  Mr.  Sheen"  act  by  Gerhard 
Dieckmann  and  Dclniar  Thompson.  Bob  Sling  land  and  George  Ice  did  excellent  work  os 
masters  of  ceremonies. 

Dr.  McConnell  declared  a  holiday  beginning  on  Friday  noon,  so  that  the  students 
who  were  not  busy  working  on  flouts  and  signs  could  witocss  another  innovation  -the 
Frush-Soph  greased  pole  contest.
